heads in astonishment at John 
son. 
How can this man who sui 
fem ) a jolting heart attack in 
1955 hear up under the presiden­ 
tial pace? 
Health Is Flee 
For one thing, associates say 
that while he hasn't had a com­ 
plete physical check-up since he 
became President, 
his doctors 
insist his heart h at healed fully 
and he is in fine health. 
For another, they say he has 
a faculty for instant sleep—he 
dropt off in the barber chair, on 
a rubbing table, or for three 
minutes of a five-minute ear 
ride—and 
awakens 
with 
new 
vigor. 
Yet they say he goes in for no 
escapist activity. 
“ Movies are out.” one presi­ 
dential assistant said. ’ The idea 
of 
reading 
a 
detective 
story 
doesn’t occur to him. He does 
go through seven or eight news- 
C 
pers every morning 
On TV, 
watches the news shows.” 
Had Ona Vacation 
The 
President’s 
only 
real 
break

House was the 12 days he spent 
at the LBJ ranch in Texas over 
the holidays. He wanted to go 


down id th# hill country snd 
commune with himself, he Slid. 
Then when he got there, he 
worked a lot, slept a little. He 
kept a federal budget constant­ 
ly In his coat jiocket, conferred 
with official visitors, entertained 
friends, rode horseback, drove 
a speedboat, hunted deer, gave 
barbecues, 
ran up the 
phone 
bill, 
held 
a news 
conference, 
whirled 
around 
by 
helicopter, 
conducted tour! of his ranches, 
dedicated a 
synagogue, 
kissed 
babies, 
lumped 
hands, 
gave 
away sombreros and ash trays, 
and dropped in on four New 
Y ear's Eve parties in Austin, 85 
miles away. 
In Washington, he ha* gotten 
away for a couple of abbrevi­ 
ated weekends at Camp David. 
a presidential hideaway in the 
Catoctin 
Mountains 
60 
miles 
northwest of the 
capital. 
But 
each time he and the First Lady 
have had visitors, such as Sec­ 
retary of Defense and Mrs. Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara. 
The Johnsons like to have peo­ 
ple around 
Nobody else ever 
gave a party for /OO congress­ 
men on three hours notice. No­ 
body else ever has shown peo­ 
ple through the family quarters 
of the White House- even to the 
bedrooms with the pajama* laid 
out on the beds. 
The place may not have as 
much flair and elegance and in­ 
tellectualism as it did In the 
Kennedy days. 
But 
theres 
a 
Joy and hominess about it, and 
less reserve. 
Johnson bristles a bit, though. 
at being characterised as corny, 
or folksy. It wasn’t corny, he 
says, when he had famed Texas 
pianist Van G lbum play at a 
barbecue for Chancellor Ludwig 
Erhard of Germany. 
’’I’m just going to keep on be­ 
ing myself,” he says. 
Being himself means he will 
keep on being a man of con­ 
trasts and contradictions. 
He can be proud, vain, stub­ 
born, 
crude, 
tough, 
a 
tyrant, 
with a tongue that can cut like 
th* lash of a Texas bull whip. 
He 
can 
be 
self-deprecating, 
droll warm, kind, sentimental, 
with a gentle way with children. 
He passe* word he wants his 
assistant* to stay off the cock­ 
tail circuit but enjoys a scotch 
and 
w ater 
himself 
now 
and 
again. 
He can bark at a Secret Serv­ 
ice man and he can send the 
agent’s stay-at-home wife Texas 
pralines at Christmas time. He 
purr* at praise but he's as quick 
to bestow it himself as he is to 
criticise. 
And the general approach is 
that of the golden rule which the 
President keeps citing — you 
help me, and I'll help you and 
this will help all of us snd be 
good for the nation 
and the 
world.

Off Hook With 
Break by Chiang 


PARIS 
(AP) — Nationalist 
China’s decision to break rela­ 
tion* with France took Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle off a 
diplomatic hook today. 
De Gaulle’s reported hope of 
re-establishing French influence 
in Southeast Asia hinged on his 
decision last month to recognize 
Red China. And Red China was 
dragging its feet until ties were 
severed between France and th* 
Nationalists. 
At his news conference Jan. 
31, De Gaulle said he recog- j 
nized Red China as the govern­ 
ment of the mainland, Nation­ 
alist China as the government of 
Formosa. 
The decision 
by Taipei sp­ 
ea red to he exactly what De 
Gaulle wanted. 
It saved him 
from the embarrassment of cut­ 
ting ties with his old friend, 
President Chiang Kai-shek. 
There was no immediata pub­ 
lic reaction from French offi­ 
cials, who recently had indicated 
France was preparing to initiate 
the break itself.

The Real Teat 


The test of Johnson’s leader­ 
ship with Congress is not in just 
getting 
passage of 
some 
kind 
of civil rights and medical care 
bills. The test is whether these 
bills, if and when passed, have 
strength and meaning. 
When Johnson took office Con­ 
gress was already fiddling with 
Kennedy’s civil lights bill and 
one other major program, a tax 
cut. 
Johnson 
at 
once 
pushed 
them both as his own, exactly 
as he had inherited them. 
By 
the 
time 
Kennedy 
died 
Iasi November he had already 
lost hope on the medical care 
hill 
for 1963. 
Monday Johnson 
sent Congress his own message 
on medical care, asking for its 
passage this year. 
But 
there is one thing to be 
noted about this Johnson mes­ 
sage. He didn’t say he was ask­ 
ing for exactly the same bill 
Kennedy 
promised. 
It 
seems 
fair to say he was suggesting a 
hill 
somewhat similar to Ken­ 
nedy’s. 


‘Rest Method’ 


The heart of Kennedy’s pro- 
|K)sal 
had been hospital 
insur­ 
ance based on Social Security 
payments. Monday Johnson said 
this 
“ is 
clearly 
the 
best 
method." 
But he didn’t spell out any of 
it 
in 
del a 11, 
whereas Kennedy 
did 
in 
each 
of 
his 
messages 
since 1961. For instance: 90 days 
of hospital care with a 
maxi­ 
mum of $90 to be paid by the 
patient. 
The Kennedy bill faced gran­ 
ite opjiosition both in Congress 
and from 
the American Medi- 
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cal 
Association. 
Presumably. 
Johnson's will, too, if he tries 
to 
get 
exactly 
uhat 
Kenpedy 
wanted, 
although 
he 
nowhere 
said he would. 
If he can get a truly mean­ 
ingful medical care trill through 
Congress this year, it should do 
him good with a lot of voters 
in 
the 
November 
presidential 
election. There 
a r e 17.5 million 
people over 65 in this country. 


More Persistent 


In Johnson’s less than three 
months 
in the 
presidency this 
much is clear in any compari­ 
son with Kennedy: 
He is far 
more 
persistent 
in 
hounding 
Congress for action. 
Bui action is not necessarily 
achievement. 
It 
can. 
through 
compromise, 
turn 
what 
looked 
like a 
strong 
presidential pro­ 
gram into a toothless tiger. In 
Congress ihere are two kinds of 
compromise. 
One, 
resisted 
fiercely 
until 
made necessary by ihe strength 
or reasonableness of the op|x>si- 
tion, still manages to retain the 
original 
legislation’s 
basic 
strength. 
The other is just 
a perform­ 


a n c e 
an illusion of action that 
yields right and 
left until the 
final 
product 
is 
more symbol 
than substance. 


Time Should Tell 


The civil rights and medical 
care programs should reveal be­ 
fore the year is out how much 
Johnson means to fight for leg­ 
islation with teeth or how much 
he is willing to compromise.

The induction notice will order you to report 
to an induction center— usually 30 days after 
the date on the notice— where you will get a 
final physical check, something to eat and be 
sworn in. From that point on, you are no longer 
a civilian but a very junior member of the 
United States Army and subject to every one 
of its rules and regulations. Within 18 hours, 
you'll be shipped to a reception station ot your 
appropriate basic military training installa­ 
tion— and the Army becomes your new life. 


For eight weeks, you w ill learn how to be a 
soldier. This means discipline, drill, lectures, 
inoculations— the works. You'll also take a 
battery of aptitude tests which are supposed 
to tell the Army what kind of work you're best 
suited for.

The rest 
of the two years will be spent putting that 
knowledge to use somewhere in the world.

F all started o\er 80 years ago, when the Brooklyn 
Bridge was brand new. 
Gottfried Piel had recently come over from Germany. 


I le was a beer lover and he missed the kind of beer they 
made in the old country. 
The tinv Fandser Brewery in the section of Brooklyn 


known as Fast New York w as for sale. Gottfried decided 


to buy it and make some beer the way he thought it ought 
to be made. 
Tic w rote to his brother Michael, a young brew master 


still living in Germany. “ Don’ t buy any brewery, ” 


Michael wrote back, “ until I check the w ater. " 
Michael Piel sailed the ocean and arrived in Brooklyn 


and w as delighted with the sparkling artesian w ell water. 
The brothers bought the brewery and, naturally, renamed 


it Piel Brothers. 


M ichael and G o ttfried Pier

The first year they produced 850 barrels. Michael hardly 


ever went home. He was all over the brewery like three 


men, tasting and watching and sniffing. (1 1c had a fantas­ 
tic nose. I hinting, he could track a wood­ 
chuck with it. I Ic could outsniff any hound 
dog around. ) He was almost fanatical 
about his beer and there w ere days when 
Gottfried was sure lie should have left 
Michael in Germany. 
But Michael knew’ what he was doing 


and the neighboring farmers spread the 
news of the terrific lager beer which was 
being served up at the Piel Brothers Beer 
Garden. Even Michael’ s w ife w as caught 


in the spirit. She made fabulous marinated 
herring to go with the beer, and they came 
on bicycles from miles around. 
Before long Piels beer was being deli­ 
vered to such far aw ay places as Manhat­ 
tan and 1 Toboken, New Jersey. 
Michael Piel and Gottfried Piel are long 


since gone. But their portraits still hang 


side by side in the brewery. The message is clear: Don’ t 


make it fast. Keep making it good. 
The brothers ha\ e never had reason to turn over in their 


gra\es. The fact is that today’ s Piels is a far better beer
